' ‘‘WASHINGTON, June 20, 1916. 

‘(The Secretary of State to the Secretary of Foreign Relations of the 
de facto Government of Mexico: 

‘Sir: I have read your communication which was delivered to me 
on May 22, 1916, under instruction of the Chief Executive of the de facto 
Government of Mexico on the subject of the presence of American troops 
in Mexican territory and I would be wanting in candor if I did not, be- 
fore making answer to the allegations of fact and the conclusions reached 
by your Government, express the surprise and regret which have been 
caused this Government by the discourteous tone and temper of this last 
communication of the de facto Government of Mexico. 

‘<The Government of the United States has viewed with deep con- 
cern and increased disappointment the progress of the revolution in Mex- 
ico. Continuous bloodshed and disorders have marked its progress. For 
three years the Mexican republic has been torn with civil strife; the lives 
of Americans and cther aliens have been sacrificed; vast properties de- 
veloped by American capital and enterprise have been destroyed or ren- 
dered non-productive; bandits have been permitted to roam at will through 
the territory contiguous to the United States and to seize, without pun- 
ishment or without effective attempt at punishment, the property of 
Americans, while the lives of citizens of the United States who ventured 
to remain in Mexican territory or to return there to protect their in- 
terests have been taken, in some cases barbariously taken. and the mur- 
derers have neither been apprehended nor brought to justice. It would be 
difficult to find in the annals of the history of Mexico conditions more 
deplorable than those which have existed there during these recent years 
of civil war. 


Outrages Along Border in Last Nine Months Cited. 

(It would. be tedious to recount instance after instance, outrage 
after outrage, atrocity after atrocity, to illustrate the true nature and 
extenteof the wide-spread conditions of lawlessness and violence which 
ebeiecates. During the past nine months in particular the frontier 

of the United States along the lower Rio Grande has been thrown {nto 
a state of constant apprehension and turmoil because of frequent and 
sudden incursions into American territory and depredation and murders 
on American soil by Mexican bandits who have taken the lives and 
' destroyed the property of American citizens, sometimes carrying Ameri- 
can citizens across the international boundary with the booty seized. 

‘* American garrisons have been attacked at night, American soldiers 
killed and their equipment and horses stolen, American ranches have 
been raided, property stolen and destroyed and American trains wrecked 
and plundered. The attacks on Browngville, Red House Ferry, Progreso 
postoffice and Las Peladas, all occurring during September last, are ~ 
typical. In these attacks on American territory Carranzista adherents 
and even Catranzista soldiers took part in the looting, burning and kill- 
ing. Not only were these murders characterized by ruthless brutality, 
but uncivilized acts of mutilation were perpetrated. Representations 
were made to Gen. Carranza and he was emphatically requested to stop 
these reprehensible acts in a section which he has long claimed to be 
under the complete domination of his authority. Notwithstanding these 
representations and the promise of Gen. Nafarette to prevent attacks 
along the international boundary in the following month of October a 
passenger train was wrecked by bandits and several persons killed seven 
‘miles north of Brownsville and an attack was made upon United States 
treops at the same place several days later. Since these attacks leaders 
of the bandits, well known both to Mexican civil and military authori- 
ties as well as to American officers, have been enjoying with impunity 
the liberty of the towns of Northern Mexico. 


**So far has the indifference of the dv facto Government to these 
atrocities gone that some of these leaders, as Il am advised, have received 
notronly the protection of the Government, but encouragement and aid 
as well. 


‘‘Depredations upon American persons and property within Mexican 
jurisdiction ‘have been still more numerovs. This Government has re- 
peatedly requested in the strongest terms that the de facto Government 
safeguard the lives and homes of American citizens and furnish the pro- 
tection which international obligation imposes, to American interests in 
the Northern states of Tamaulipas, Neuvo Leon, Coahuila, Chihuahua 
and Sonora and also in the states to the south. For example on Jan. 3, 
troops were requestel to punish the bands of outlaws which looted the 
Cusi mining property, 80 miles west of Chihuahua, but no effective results 
came from this request. During the following week the bandit Villa with 
his band of about 200 men was operating without opposition between 
Rubio and Santa Ysabel, a fact well known to Carranzista authorities. 
Meanwhile a party of unfortunate Americans started by train from Chi- 
huahua to visit the Cusi mines, after having received assurances from 
the Carranzista authorities in the State of Chihuahua that the country 
was safe and that a guard on the train was not necessary. The Ameri- 
cans held passports or safe conducts issued by authorities of the de facto 
Government. On Jan. 10 the train was stopped by Villa bandits and 18 of 
the American party were stripped of their clothing and shot in cold blood, 
in what is now known as the ‘Santa Ysabel Massacre.’ Gen. Carranza 
stated to the agent of the Department of State thathe had issued orders 
for the immediate pursuit, capture and punishment of those responsible 
for this atrocious crime and appealed to this Government and to the Amer- 
_ fean people to consider the difficulties of according protection along the 
‘railroad where the massacre occurred.

MEXICO CITY June 2%, 


IRST Chief Carranza in an in- 
7 terview with the New York 
Times correspondent said: ‘I 
have ordered the military leaders 
of our forces near the border not to 
permit the further passing of any 
American forces into Mexican ter- 
ritor®. If they attempt to pass they 


will be atacked by the constitution- 


alist forces. The instructions given 
by Gen. Trevino to Gen. Pershing 
not to advance further were issued 
by me to the war department, which 
tarnsmitted them to Gen. Trevino.”’ 

The First Chief was emphatic in 
his statement that the first: Ameri- 
can expedition was not an attempt 
to catch bandits. 


“In spite of friendly words,” said 
the General, ‘‘there has been no 
real co-operation on the part of the 


Americans. They took their heavy 
cannon and all their impediments 
for a campaign into Mexico. It was 
not alone for bandits. The Mex- 
ican people, who have waited pa- 
tiently for three months, believing 
the words of the United States, now 
believe that these words were not 
sincere and are becoming indignant.’’ 

The raid on Columbus, N. M., oc- 
curred March 9 and the Pershing 
expedition crossed into Mexico March 
15. 

Gen. Carranza repeated that Mexico 
does not want war, ad that no at- 
tempt has or will be made by Mex- 
ico to cross into the United States, 
but he declared that the sovereignty 
of Mexico must be respected. 

‘‘We will resist any attempt at in- 
vasion,” he said. ““‘We are weak 
while the United States is strong, 
but we will fight until the last.’ 


can frontier in the neighborhood of Columbus, N 


. M., not a single Mexi- 


can soldier was seen in his vicinity. Yet the Mexican authorities were 
fully cognizant of his movements, for on March 6, as Gen. Gavira pub- 
licly announced, he advised the American military authorities of the out- 
law’s approach to the border so that they might be prepared to prevent 


him from crossing the boundary. 


Villa’s unhindered activities culmi- 


nated in the unprovoked and cold-blooded attack upon American soldiers 
and citizens in the town of Columbus on the night of March 8, the details 
of which do not need repetition here in order to refresh your memory with 


the hideousness of the crime. 


After murdering, burning and plundering, 


Villa and his bandits fleeing south passed within sight of the Carranzista 
military post at Casas Grandes and no effort was made to stop him by the 
officers and garrison of the de facto Government stationad there. 

‘*In the face of these depredations not only on American lives and 
property on Mexican soil, but on American soldiers, citizens and homes 
on American territory, the perpetrators of which Gen. Carranza was un- 
able or possibly considered inadvisable te apprehend to punish, the 
United States had no recourse other than to employ force to disperse the 
bands of Mexican outlaws who were with increasing boldness, systemati- 


cally raiding across the international toundary. 


The marauders en- 


gaged in the attack on Columbus were driven back across the border by 
American cavalry, and subsequently, as soon as a sufficient force to cope 
with the band could be collected, were pursued : into Mexico’ in an effort 


to capture or destroy them. 


Mexicans Arrayed Themselves on Side of Outlawry. 


‘< Without co-operation or assistance in the field on the part of the 
de facto Government, despite repeated requests by the United States, and 
without apparent recognition on its part of the desirability of putting an 
end to these systematic raids, or of punishing the chief perpetrators of 
the crimes committed because they menaced the good relations of the 
two countries, American forces pursued the lawiess bands as far as 
Parral, where the pursuit was halted by the hostility of Mexicans, pre- 
sumed to be loyal to the de facto Government, who arrayed themselves on 
the side of outlawry and became in effect the protectors of Villa and his 


band. 


‘‘In this manner and for these reasons have the American forces 
entered Mexican territory. Knowing fully the circumstances set forth, 


the de facto Government cannot be 
blind to the necessity which com- 
pelled this Government to act, and 
yet it has seen fit to recite groynd- 
less sentiments of hostility toward 
the expedition and to impute to this 
Government ulterior motives for the 
continued presence of American 
troops on Mexican soil. It is charged 
that these troops crossed the frontier 
without first obtaining the consent or 
permission of the de facto Govern- 
ment. Obviously as immediate action 
alone could avail, there was no op- 
portunity to reach an agreement 
(other than that of March 10-14, now 
repudiated by Gen. Carranza) prior 
to the entrance of such an expedition 
into Mexico if the expedition was to 
be effective. Subsequent events and 
correspondence have demonstrated 
to the satisfaction of this Govern- 
ment that Gen. Carranza would not 
have entered into any agreement pro- 
viding for an effective plan for the 
capture and destruction of the Villa 
bands. While the American troops 
were moving rapidly southward in 
pursuit of the raiders, it was the 
form and nature of the agreement 
that occupied the attention of Gen. 
Carranza rather than the practical 
object which it was 10 attain—the 
number of limitations that could be 
imposed upon the American forces 
to impede their progress rather than 
the obstacles that could be ‘raised to 
prevent the escape of the outlaws. 


It was Gen, Carranza whw suspend- 
ed through your note of April 12 all 
discussions and negotiations for an 
agreement along the lines of the pro- 
tocols between the United States and 
Mexico concluded during the period 
1882-1896, under which the two coun- 
tries had so successfully restored 
peaceful conditions on their common 
boundary. It may be mentioned here 
that, notwithstanding the statement 
in your note, ‘that the American 
Government gavo no answer to the 
note of the twelfth of April,’ this 
note was replied to on Apri! 14, when 
the department instructed Mr. Rodg- 
ere by telegraph to deliver this Gov- 
ernment’s answer to Gen. Carranza. 
Shortly after this reply the confer- 
ences between Gens. Scott, Funston 
and Obregon began at Ei ,.Paso, dur- 
ing which they signed on May 2 a 
project of a memorandum ad ref- 
erendum regarding the withdrawal 
of American troops. As an indica- 
tion of the alleged bad faith of the 
American .Government, you state 
that, though Gen. Scott declared in 
this memorandum that the destruc- 
tion and dispersion of the Villa band 
‘had been accomplished,’ yet Ameri- 
can forces are not withdrawn from 
Mexico. 

Language of Agreement Given. 

“It is not necessary to read the 
memorandum, which is in the En- 
glish language, to ascertain that this 
is clearly a misstatement, for the

“The context of your note gives 
the impression that the object of 
the expedition being admittedly ac- 
complished, the Upited States had 
agreed in the memorandum to begin 
the withdrawal of its troops. The 
memorandum shows, however, that 
to was not alone on account of par- 
tial dispersion of the bandits that 
it was -decided to begin the with- 
drawal of American forces, but 
equally on account of the assurances 
of the Mexican Government 
their forces were ‘at the present 
time being augmented and strength- 
ened to such an extent that they 
will be able to prevent any disorders 
occuring in Mexico that would in 
any way endanger American terri- 
tory,’ and that they would ‘continue 
to diligently pursue, capture or de- 
stroy any lawless bands of bandits 
that may still exist or hereafter ex- 
ist in the northern part of Mexico.’ 
and that it would ‘make a proper 
distribution of such of its forces 
as may be necessary to prevent the 
possibility of invasion of American 
territory from Mexico.’ 


“It was because ofthese assurances, 
and because of Gen. Scott’s confi- 
dence that they would be carried out 
that he stated in the memorandum 
that the American forces would be 
‘gradually withdrawn.’ It is to be 
noted that while the American Gov- 
ernment was willing to ratify this 
agreement, Gen. Carranza refused to 
do so as Gen. Obregon stated, be- 
cause among other things, it imposed 
imporper conditions upon the Mexi- 


can Goyernment. 
‘Notwithstanding the assurances in. 


the nvemorandum, it is well known 
that the forces of the de facto gov- 
ernment have not carried on a vig- 
orous pursuit of the remaining ban- 
dits and that no proper distribution 
of forces to prevent the invasion of 
American territory has been made, 
as would be shown by the further 
facts hereinafter set forth. I am 
reluctant to be forced to the con- 
clusion, which might be drawn from 
the circumstances, that the de facto 
government, in spite of the crimes 
committed and the sinister designs 
of Villa and his followers, did not 
and does not now intend or desire 
that these outlaws should be cap- 
tured, destroyed or dispersed by 
American troops, or at the request 
of this government, by Mexican 
troops. . 

“While the conferences at El Paso 
were in progress and after the 
American conferees had been «as- 
sured on May 2, that the Mexican 
forces in the northern part of the 
republic were then being augmented 
so as to be able to prevent any dis- 
orders that would endanger Ameri- 
can territory, a band of Mexicana, 
on the night of May 6th, made an 
attack at Glenn Springs, Tex., about 
2% miles north of the border, killing 
American soldiers and civilians, 
burning and sacking property and 
carrying off two Americans as pris- 
oners.

Obregon to notify that of the 
United States that it would not 
permit the further passage of 
American troops into Mexico on 
this account and. that orders had 
been given to all military com- 
manders along the frontier not 
to consent to same.’ This Gov- 
ernment is of “course not in 
a position to dispute the state- 
ment that these instructions had 
been given to Gen. Obregon, but 
it can decisively assert that Gen. 
Obregon never gave any such no- 
tification to Gen. Scott or Gen. 
Funston or, so far as known, to 
any other American official. Gen. 
Obregon did, however, inquire as 
to whether American troops had 
entered Mexico in pursuit of the 
Glenn Springs raiders and Gen. 
Funston stated that no orders 
had been issued to American 
troops to cross the frontier on 
account of tthe raid, but this 
statement was made before any 
such orders had been issued and 
not afterward, as the erroneous 
account of the interview given in 
Your note would appear to indi- 
cate. Moreover, no statement was 
made by the American generals 
that ‘no more American troops 
would cross into your territory.’ 
“On the contrary, it was pointed 
out to Gen. Obregon, to Mr. Juan 
Amador, who was present at the 
conference, and pointed out with 
emphasis, that the bandits De la 

Rosa and Pedro Vino, who had 
been instrumental in causing the 
invasion of Texas above Browns- 
ville, were even. then reported to 
be arranging in the neighborhood 
of Victoria for another raid 
across the border and it was made 
clear to Gen: Obregon that if the 
Mexican Government did not take 
immediate steps to prevent an- 
other invasion of the United 
States by these marauders, who 
were frequently seen in the com- 
pany of Gen. Nafarette, the Con- 
stitutionalist commander, Mexico 
would find in Tamaulipas another 
punitive expedition similar to that 
then in Chihuahua. 

“‘American troops crossed into Mex- 
ico on May 10, upon notification to 
the local military authorities under 
the repudiated agreement of March 
10-13, or in’ any event in accordance 
with the practice adopted over forty 
years ago, when there was no agree- 
ment regarding pursuit of marauders 
across the international boundary. 
These’ troops penetrated 168 miles into 
Mexican territory in pursuit of the 
Glenn Springs maurauders without 
encountering a detachment of Mex- 
ican troops or a single Mexican sol- 
dier. Further discussion of this raid, 
however, is not necessary because 
the American forces sent in pursuit 
of the bandits recrossed into Texas 
on the morning of May 22, the date 
of your note under consideration—a 
further proof of the singleness of the 
purpose of this Government in en- 
deavoring to quell disorder and stamp 
out lawlessness along the border. 

‘During the continuance of the El 
Paso conferences, Gen. Scott, you 
assert, did not’take into considera- 
tion the plan proposed by the Mexi- 
can Government. for the protection 
of the frontier by the reciprocal dis- 
tribution of troops along the bound- 
ary. This proposition was made by 
Gen. Obregon a number of times, but 
each time conditioned upon the im- 
mediate withdrawal of American 
troops, and the Mexican conferees 
were invariably informed that im- 
mediate withdrawal could not take 
place and that, therefore, it was 
impossible to discuss the project on 


that basis. 
“Mistaken Interpretation. 


“T have noted the fact that your 
communication is not limited to a 
discussion of the deplorable condi- 
tions existing’ along the border and 
their important bearing upon the 
peaceful relations of our Govern- 
ments, but that an effort is made to 
connect it with other circumstances 
in order to support, if possible, a 
mistaken interpretation of the atti- 
tude of the Government of the United 
States toward Mexico. 

“You state in effect that the Amer- 
ican Government has placed every 
obstacle in the way of attaining the 
pacification of Mexico, and that this 
is shown by the volume of diplomatic 
representations in behalf of Amer- 
ican interests which constantly im- 
pede efforts to reorganize the  po- 
litical, ecnomical and social condi- 
tions of the country, by the deceived 
aid lent at one time to Villa by 
American officers and by the Depart- 
ment of Stgte; by the aid extended 
by the American Catholic clergy to 
that of Mexico; by the constant 
activity of the American press in fa- 
vor of intervention and the interests 
of American business *men; by the 
shelter and supply of rebels and con- 
spirators on American territory; by 
the detention of shipments of arms 
and munitions purchased by the Mex- 
ican Government and by the de- 
tention of machinery intended for 
their manufacture. 

‘In reply to this sweeping charge 
I can truthfully affirm that the 
American Government has given ev- 
ery possible encouragement to the 
de facto Government in the pacifi- 
cation and rehabilitation of Mexi- 
co. From the moment of its recog- 
nition, it has had the undivided sup- 
port of this Government. An embar- 
go was placed upon arms and am- 
munition going into Chihuahua, So- 
nora and Lower California, in order 
to prevent their failing into the 
hands of the armed opponents of the 
de facto Government. Permission 
has been granted from- time to tfme, 
as requested, for Mexican troops and 
equipment to traverse American ter- 
ritory from one point to another in 
Mexico in order that the operations 


‘of Mexican troops against Villa and 


his forces might be facilitated. In 
view of these friendly acts, I am 
surprised that the de facto Govern- 


ment has construed diplomatic rep- 


resentations in regard to the unjust 
tment accorded American inter- 


interference by the United States

“If a denial is needed that this 


Government has had ulterior and im- 
proper motives in its diplomatic rep- 
resentations, or has countenanced the 
activities of American sympathizers 
and the American press opposed to 
the de facto Government, I am giad 
most emphatically to deny it. It is, 
however, a matter of common knowl- 
edge that the Mexican press has been 
more active than the press in the 
United States in endeavoring to in- 
flame the two peoples against each 


other and to force the two countries 


into hostilities. With the power of 
censorship of the Mexican press, so 
rigorously exercised by the de facto 
Government, the responsibility for 
this activity cannot, it would seem, 
be avoided by that Government ond 
the issue of the appeal of Gen. Car- 
ranza himself in the press of March 
12, calling upon the Mexican people 
to be prepared for any emergency 
which might arise, and intimating 
that war with the United States was 
imminent, evidences the attitude of 
the de facto Government toward these 
publications. 
‘Poubtful of Purpose.” 


‘Tt should not be a matter of sur- 
prise that, after such manifestations 
of hostile feeling, the United States 
was doubtful of the purpose for 
which the large amount of ammuni- 
tion was to be used which the de 
facto Government appeared eager to 
import from this country. Moreover, 
the policy of the de facto Govern- 
ment in refusing to co-operate and in 
failing to act independently in de- 
stroying the Villa bandits and in 
otherwise suppressing outlawry in 
the vicinity of the border so as to 
remove the danger of war materials, 
while passing southward through this 
zone, falling into the hands of the 
enemies of law and order, is, in the 
opinion of this Government, a suf- 
ficient ground, even if there were 
no other, for the refusal to allow 
such materials to cross the boundary 
into the bandit-infested, region. 

“To have permitted these shipments 
without careful scrutiny would, in the 
circumstances, have been to manifest 
a sense of security which would have 
been unjustified. Candor compels me 
to add that the unconcealed hostility 
of the subordinate military comman- 
ders of the de facto Government to- 
ward the American troops engaged in 
pursuing the Villa bands and the ef- 
fort of the de facto Government to 
compel their withdrawal from Mexi- 
can territory by threats and show of 
military force, instead of by aiaing in 
the capture of the outlaws, consti- 
tute a menace to the safety of the 
American troops and ‘to the peace of 
the border. As long as this menace 
continues and there is any evidence 
of an intention on the part of the de 
facto Government or its military 
commanders to use force against the 
American troops, instead of co- 
operating with them, the Government 
of the United States will not permit 
munitions of war or machinery for 
their manufacture to be exported 
from this country into Mexico. 

‘As to the shelter and supply of 
rebels and conspirators on American 
territory. I can state that vigorous 
efforts have been and are being: 
made by the United States agents 
to apprehend and bring to justice 


all persons found to be conspiring to 
violate the laws of the United States 
by organizing to oppose with arms 
the de facto Government of Mex- 


ee Political refugees have undoubt- 
edly sought asylum in the United 
States, but this government was 
‘vigilantly kept under surveillance 
and has not hesitated to apprehend 
them upon proof of their criminal 
intentions, as the arrest of Gen. 
Huerta and'‘others fully attests. 

‘“‘Having corrected the erroneous 
statements of fact to which I have 
adverted, the real situation stands 
forth in its true light. It is admitted 
that American troops have crossed 
the international boundary in hot 
pursuit of the Columbus raiders and 
without notice to or the consent of 
your Government, but the several 
protestations on the part of this 
Government by the President, by 
this department and by other Amer- 
ican authorities that the object of 
the expedition was to capeure, de- 
stroy or completely disperse the Villa 
bands of outlaws, or to turn this 
duty over to the Mexican authorities 
when assured that it would be ef- 
fectively fulfilled, have been carried 
out in perfect good faith by the 
United States -

elther not to apply to the Bis hag 
expedition or was to contain im- 
practicable restrictions on its or- 
ganization and operation; then by 
actual opposition, encouraged and 
fostered by the defacto govern- 
ment, to the further advance of the 
expedition into Villa territory which 
was followed by the sudden sus- 
pension of all negotiations for an 
arrangement for the pursuit of Vil- 
la and his followers and the. pro- 
tection of the frontier; and, final- 
ly, by a demand for the immediate 
withdrawal of the American troops. 


‘‘Meantime, conditions of anarchy 
in the border states of Mexico were 
continually growing worse. Incur- 
sio into American territory were 
plotted and perpetrated; the Glenn 
Springs raid was successfully exe- 
cuted, while no effective efforts 
were being made by Gen. Carranza 
to improve the conditions and to 
protect American territory from 
constant threat of invzsion. 


“In view of this increasing menace, 
of the inactivity of the Carranza 
forces, of the lack of co-operation 
in the apprehension of the Villa 
bands and of the known encourage- 
ment and aid given to bandit leaders, 
it is unreasonable to expect the 
United States to withdraw its forces 
from Mexican territory or to prevent 
their entry again when their pres- 
ence ig the only check upon further 
bandit outrages and the only effi- 
clent means of protecting American 
lives and homes—safeguards which 
Gen. Carranza, though international- 
ly obliged to supply, is manifestly 
unable or unwilling to give.

duty bound, in so far as it can, to do

U. 8. Did Not Seek Duty. 
“In conclusion the Mexican Govern- 
ment invites the United States to 
support its “assurances of friend- 
ship with real and effective acts’ 
which ‘‘can be no other than the 
immediate withdrawal of the Ameri- 
can troops.” For the reasons I have 
herein fully set forth, this request of 
the de facto Government cannot 
now be entertained. The United 
States has not sought the duty which 
has been forced upon it of pur- 
suing bandits which under funda- 
mental principles of municipal and 
international law ought to be pur- 
sued and arrested and punished by 
Mexican authorities. Whenever Mex- 
ico will assume and effectively exer- 
cise that responsibility, the United 
States as it has many time before 
publicly declared, will be glad to Rave 
this obligation fulfilled by the de 
facto Government of Mexico. If, on 
the contrary, the de facto Govern- 
ment is pleased to ignored this obli- 
gation and to believe that in case of 
a refusal to retire these troops there 
{is no further recourse than to de-

6 CAPITAL SHIPS 
INCLUDED IN NEW 
NAVAL PROGRAM 


Figure Agreed Upon at Confer- 
ence Between President, 
Daniels and Senators. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—A naval 


building program providing for at least 


six capital ships, including two dread- 
noughts, was agreed upon today at a 
White House conference between Pres!- 
dent Wilson and Secretary Daniels and 
Chairman Tillman and Senator Swanson 
of the Senate Naval Committee. 

This year’s naval bill as passed by the 
House authorized five battle cruisers, 
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but no battleships,. The administration 
will make every effort to have the Sen- 
ate enlarge the program. 

After the conference the Senate com- 
mittee appointed Senators Tillman, 
Swanson ,and Lodge to consider theo 
building question and a suggestion by 
Daniels that the enlisted naval force be 
enlarged, particularly in view of the 
Mexican situation. 

If the Senate bill authorizes six capi- 
tal ships ft probably will give four bai- 
tle cruisers and two dreadnoughts, but 
if the total is seven thé House provision 
for five battle cruisers probably will be 
left unchanged. 

Plans for-an increase in the enlisted 
force were not fully developed at the 
White House conference. The House 
bill would add 16,500 men and until the 
administration decides how many ships 
now in reserve may be put in active 
service, probably for Mexican duty, the 
exact number of the further increase 
will not be determined. 

The Senate committee today approved a 
resolution authorizing a reduction from 
20 to 19 knots in the speed requirements 
of two fleet submarines directed to be 
built. Builders refused to bid under the 


2-knot qualification,

POLICE BLAMELESS. 


FOR COLISEUM JAM, 
MPHEETERS SAYS 


Caused by Honoring Tickets for 
Later Session, and by Usurp- 
ers, He Declares. 


Samuel B. McPheeters, president of 
the Board of Police Commissioners, 


today made a statement to the Post- 
Dispatch giving the Police Depart- 
ment’s explanation of conditions at 
the Coliseum at the Thursday night 
session of the Democratic conven- 
tion. He said the charges against 
the police as being responsible, print- 
ed from day to day in the St. Louis 
Times, are without foundation in 
fact. 

“The congestion at Thursday 
night’s session,” McPheeters eaid,

McPheeters said that when the doors 
were closed he and Chief Young and 
other members of the !‘olice Board went 
out into the crowd and sought out dele- 
gates, taking them into the Coliseum 
through the police entrance. He said he 
personally gave the order to clear the 
sidewalks skirting the Coliseum, and he 
asked the secretary of the convention to 
have Chairman Ollie James announce the 
fact that many delegates had been 
‘locked out. AMO ih FAR retary Se 

McPheeters said the Police Board had 
not the slightest intention of asking fer 
the resignation of Chief Young and that 
it was satisfied from a thorough investi- 
gation that the convention was handled 
from the police standpoint as efficiently 
as was possible. No member of the 
Police Board had any intention of re- 
signing, he said. 

“The statements in the Times 
refernce to police inefficiency,” Mc- 
Pheeters said, ‘“‘are absolutely false. 
That paper has made, with malice, many 
misstatements about the police conduct 
at the Coliseum. I have the word of 
the president of the Tenth Ward Im- 
provement Association that the story 
printed yesterday crediting that body 
with voting to ask for the resignation 
of Chief Young was an absolute fabrica- 
tion.”’ 

Subject Was Not Discussed. 

Arthur Stoehr, president of the 
Tenth Ward Improvement Association, 
today told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that the association did not pass a 
resolution asking for the resignation 
of Chief Young. He said the associa- 
tion had no fault to find with the po- 
licing of the convention, amd did not 
even discuss the matter. The only 
reference to the Police Department 
at the meeting Sunday, he sald, was 
a suggestion that better police super- 
vision of the public parks was needed 
to Keep them free of questionable 
women. 


DANIEL DILLON, ST, LOUISAN, 
STILL IN MEXICO CITY PRISON

Daniel Dillon, former St. Louisan, 
who as a correspondent for Hearst 
newspapers, was arrested June 8 in 
Mexico City on a charge of sending 
out false news, fs still in jail at Mex- 
ico City.

York: 

“Replying to your telegram, Daniel 
Dillon is in Mexico City penitentiary 
on charge of evading the censor.

Naval Battle Off Jutland, Death of 
Kitchener and Economic Confer- 
ence Occurred in Three Weeks’ 

Recess. 

LONDON, June 20.—Matters of great 
importance await the consideration of 
Parliament which reassembles today. 
Since recess was taken three weeks ago 
there have been three happenings of 
great moment, namely the naval battle 
off Jutland, the allies’ economic con- 
ference at Paris and the death of Lord 
Kitchener, which necessitates the ap- 
pointment of a new War Minister. 

The legislators will want much in- 
formation concerning these matters and 
in addition the attitude of the allies to- 
ward Greece and the Irish problem /pro- 
vide questions for deep consideration. 
Much attention will also be given to 
finance as the new budget is promised 
for next month and another vote of 
credit is scheduled for early Augyst. 
There remains, besides, the problem of 
the extension of life of the Parliament.

Witness Says Missouri Woman 
Bought Man $35 Bathrobe 
Unknown to Husband. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispat 

BOWLING GREEN, Mo.; June 20.— 
Probate Judge J. E. Thompson this aft- 
ernoon refused to issue letters of ad- 
ministration to Mrs. Anna Estella Scan- 
land on the estate of her husband, 
Charles Boone Scanland, who died May 
31. The Court appointed the County Ad- 
ministrator instead. The decision fol- 
lowed a hearing on the objections filed 
by the attorneys of 31 other heirs. 

David A. Ball of Louisiana, attorney 
for Mrs. Scanland, asked that the Court 
stay the appointment 10 days in order 
that he might apply for a writ of man- 
damus, failing to obtain which he 
would apply for a writ of prohibition. 

The Scanland estate was estimated 
by various witnesses to be worth $160,- 
000. 

Contract Before Marriage. 

Evidence was introduced at the hear- 
ing to the effect that a contract was 
signed by the couple before the mar- 
riage stipulating that the then Mrs. 
Anna Hayden should receive $5000 upon 
her marriage to Scaniand and $2000 each 
year that she remained his wife. The 
marriage was contracted in 1912, when 
Scanland was 77 years old and his wife 
was 26. It was the second time that 
each had been married, Scanliand having 
no children by eitther marraige. 

Mrs. Scanland entered the courtroom 
shortly after the afternoon session 
started. She is a blonde of attractive 
appearance. She was attired in a blue 
silk suit and wore a large black hat. 
Only once did Mrs. Scanland appear dis- 
turbed during the testimony. That was 
when Miss Florence Spinsby, Scanland’s 
stepdaughter, testified that she did not 
believe Mrs, Scaniand knew when her 
husband died, although she was sitting 
in the room. Miss Spinsby said Mrs. 
Scaniand was reading a letter from her 
aweetheart. A few hours after Mr. 


Frankfort, an attorney for Mrs. Scan- 
land, filed application in Bowling Green 
for letters of admjnistration on the es- 
tate and bond of $60,000. 

Judge Thompson refused to grant the 
letters at once and the letters and bond 
were withdrawn. 

A few days later Mrs. Scaniland ap- 
plied in person and on the same day 
Everett Scanland, a nephew, filed ob- 
jections alleging that she was improvi- 
dent, wasteful and extravagant. 

Miss Spinsby was the chief witness 
for the objectors. She testified tuat 
Mrs. Scanland went to Colorado for a 
six-weeks trip, her husband not know- 
ing where she was, and that later she 
accompanied Mrs. Scanland on a three- 
months’ trip to Denver and a six weeks’ 
trip to California; both of the. latter 
trips, she said, were made with Scan- 
land’s consent. During a trip to Den- 
ver, she stated, they’ spent $2000, her 
portion of the expense being $2650. 

“Do you know whether Mrs. Scanland 
associated with men of doubtful char- 


‘acter was asked of her. 


“Yes sir, she did,’’ was the answer. 

“Do you know whether Mrs. Scanland 
spent a portion of this money for two 
diafhond rings and $35 for a bathrobe 
for a man?’ 

“Yes sir, she did.’ : 

Witness said that she did not know the 
total expense of the trip to California, 
although her stepfather gave her $600 
befre she left. Asked as to whether. she 
had ever heard Mrs. Scanland express 
any remark of hostility towards relatives 
of Scanland who would become heirs 
upon his death, she replied ‘‘yes sir, I 
heard her say she didn’t have any use 
for them and if she could she would put

BALLOT 
BY COURT ORDER 


Ruling Also Gives Place to Oth- 
er Candidates for President | 
of Board of Aldermen. 


The St. Louis Court of Appeals, by 
unanimous décision today, ordered the 
Board of Election Commissioners to 
print the name of E. E. Rudolph on 
the primary election ballot as a candi- 
date for the Republican nomination for 
president of the Board of Aldermen. 

Rudolph is the present Alderman from 
the First Ward. He filed as a candi- 
date for president of the board, June 
2, to fill the vacancy created by the 
resignation of A. H. Frederick, now 
serving a term in the penitentiary for 
forgery. 

The Board of Election Commissioners 
refused to accept Rudolph as a candi- 
date, and also rejected Louis P. Aloe and 
others who filed for the same nomina- 
tion. Oscar E. Buder and Joseph A. 
Wright, members of the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners, argued that the 
office of President of the Board of Al- 
dermen was purely municipal, and that 
it was improper to fill the vacancy at a 
State election. 

Claude E. Pearcy, representing Alder- 
man Rudolph, contended that the city 
charter required that the vacancy be 
filled at the first election. He said this 
was authorized by the city charter. The 
Court took his view ef the case. 

The Board of Election Commissioners, 
in obedience to the decision, will print 
the names of all candidates for President 
of the Board of Aldermen, including the 
Democratic candidate, on the ballots to 
be used in the primary election Aug. 1. 

William F. Glynn of 2208 Cass avenue 
filed as a Democratic candidate for Pres- 
ident of the Board of Aldermen, and 
will have no opposition for the nomina- 
tion. Peter Anderson, Republican city 
committeeman. of the First Ward, and 
member of the State Senate, also filed 
for the Republican nomination.

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| THE MEXICAN ISSUE DEFINED. 
Much as the American people regret the possi- 
bility of war with distracted Mexico, we believe 
they will indorse Secretary Lansing’s firm note 
to Gen. Carranza with regard to the withdrawal of 


the United States have borne with singular pa- 
tience and forbearance, the Secretary declares the 
Government’s “settled determination to maintain 
its national rights and to perform its full duty 
in preventing further invasion of the territory 
of the United States and in removing the peril 
which Americans along the international boun- 
dary have so long borne.” The noté questions the 
good faith of the de facto Government and warns 
it against the consequences of ignoring its ob- 
ligations and appealing to arms against American 
troops. 

The issue is clearly defined. The United States 
Government will do its duty in protecting its 
boundaries and its people from Mexican violence 
and disorder. In doing this we have no intention 
of aggression against Mexico. The President has 
repeatedly expressed his intention to help Mexico 
and his actions support his pledges. His reluc- 
tance to intervene is thoroughly creditable and 
is in accord with the American spirit and ideals. 

But the gods cannot help a fool. If Carranza 


‘| listens to reason before it is too late, he will belie 


all he has done or said up to date. His speeches 
are insults to the people who have borne so much 
from him and other chiefs of Mexican factions.

DIVOROCING DIVES. 

“Never again,” declared William Jennings 
Bryan pithily, “will it be possible for 100 Wall 
street millionaires to get together in a room and 
control the result of an election.” 

The_100 Wall street millionaires have made and 
are making rather a mess of it this year, and 
they are likely to get what they don’t want in 
the people’s choice of a President.

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JAMES J. HILL’S TESTIMONY.

It is refreshing to 
read in an article by the late James J. Hill, dis-" 
cussing the merits and faults of the Federal re- 
serve act, the following sentence: 

Indeed, without the freedom of action and 
the certainty of abundant credit when needed, 
which the new law offered, our financial and 
business affairs would probably have been 
plunged into disorder at an early stage of the 
disturbances following the outbreak of the 
war. 

“Mr. Hill was an acknowledged authority in 
business and finance. In his opinion disorder 
in our financial and business affairs would have 
followed the opening of the war if it had not 
been for the “freedom of action and the certainty 
of abundant credit” provided by the banking and 
currency act and the Federal Reserve Banks 
which it establighed. 

So the panic and loss which would have been 
causal by the war under the old banking and 
currency system, was turned into stability and 
profit by the new system which the Wilson ad- 
ministration established. Our prosperity was di- 
rectly due to an act of the Wilson administra- 
tion; in other words, while the administration 
did not cause the great demand for American 
products which accompanied the war, it adopted 
laws and created conditions under them which 
enabled us to avoid panic and take profitable 
advantage of the demand. 

Wise laws, creating stable, just conditions 
which enable the people to utilize their indus- 
try and resources, are the greatest possible 
achievements of an administration. Govern- 
ment cannot do more than this for all the peo- 
ple. 
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Collecting fully the income tax is an important 
part of pfeparedness. 


VON MOLTKE FOLLOWS KITCHENER. 

Gen. Helmuth von Moltke survived by two 
weeks his opponent, Gen. Kitchener, who was 
two years his junior. 
- The circumstances attending the passing of 
the two men differed, but were equally dramatic. 
Gen. Kitchener and almost a full ship’s com- 
pany perished at sea, victims of the twin hazards 
of war and a great storm while passing to the 
battle line of an ally. Gen. von Moltke fell dead 
while pronouncing a eulogy in the Legislature 
of his country on a dead companion in arms, 
Gen. von der Goltz. 
If Von Moltke was given enormous assistance 
in his military career by the name and fame of 
his great uncle, hero of the Franco-Prussian 
War, we may remember that Kitchener’s reputa- 
tion was largely gained in warfare against peo- 
ples and forces much inferior to his own in al- 
most everything making an enemy formidable. 
Both Generals were credited with being the great- 
est organizers and most brilliant strategists of 
their time. But if the Von Moltke tradition broke 
down at the battle of the Marne, it is also true that 
Kitchener never met a worthy antagonist in the 
field, and in what is essentially a war of muni- 
tions failed to perceive, or perceived belatedly, 
that it is by munitions that England must win. 

Of the léaders in whom all the warring peoples 
placed the most confidence when the fighting be- 
gan, few will be found in positions of high com- 
mand at its close. Only Joffre survives and fulfills 
expectation. 
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The great evils prophesied so freely as certain 
to come with woman suffrage, have failed to ar- 
rive. Let us be just to woman, God bless her! 
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PAWPAW AND PERSIMMON ORCHARDS. 
The American Genetic Society is planning the 
improvement 6f the pawpaw. It desires informa- 
tion as to the whereabouts of unusually large 
trees and trees whose fruit is of superior quality. 
It proposes a ‘course of Burbanking for the de- 
velopment and perfection of the fruit until or- 
chards of pawpaws are little less common than 
orchards of pears and cherries. 

To turn our little-considered indigenous fruits 
into products of staple value is a splendid idea, 
but it might be well to take such indigenous fruits 
ia the order of their need for improvement. Why, 
for instance, should the persimmon be ignored? 
The quality persisting in a persimmon until over- 
ripe would furnish the severest sort of test for 
our young and hopeful Burbanks and might even 
hold natural selection itself for a while. 
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Possibly some of the American iniabowente set- 
tling in Mexico have given the Mexicans the idea 
that we are avaricious. 
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MEN WHO STAY \ SHELVED. rhe 

From time to time the Post-Dispatch has pub- 
lished appeals from men who complain that, in 
spite of willingness and ability, they can get 
no work because they are past middle age.

ICE BOX REFORMS. 


NE of our health columnists assures us of 
QO the wastefulness and incompetence of the 
: average ice box. He says most of our food 
decomposes at a temperature beyond 50, and he doubts 
if any average ice box is that cold. Wherever in- 
vestigation has béen made, the ice box, in addition 
to being too thin for real refrigerating purposes, has 
been opened so much that as an ice box it is some- 
thing of a laugh. In one instance he found the box 
to have been opened in a day 23 times. However, 
he knows a man who has the right kind of an ice 
box. It has four thicknesses of cork in it, main- 
tains a temperature of 45, and consumes but very 
little ice. He leaves us to infer that a box of this 
sort is not to be bought, and we are left to guess that 
it is run by the man who image it, who is a sort of ice 
box engineer. That is, he probably forbids anyone but 
himself to open it, get things in and out with a flash 
of the hand, and has an actuarial plat by which the 
thing next to be taken out is the thing at the front. 
We all know well enough that in the average home tiie 
ice box is opened more or less by everybody, that 
there is no hurry about closing the door, and that to 
get anything out one must first set everything else 
in a semicircle on the floor. That is, the thing 
wanted is at the back. So we must admit the possi- 
bility of all these points without hoping to achieve 
them unless the Germans conquer the world and in- 
efficiency of all sorts is done away with by force. 
Certainly we cannot hope/for refrigeration under the 
present system. Home with us is not like any other 
place. It is for everybody in the household—the ice 
box as much as anything else. For the head of the 
house to be a crank about the ice box, as we guess 
his ice box engineer to be, would at once destroy 
home as home, and in our present sentimental mood 
we believe we are against it. There is, moreover, 
the cook, whose present business it is to spend 4 
good deal of her time merely looking around in the 
ice box as a pleasant change from the scenery out of 
the kitchen window. Even if the family did agree 
upon the most tremendous personal sacrifices to the 
end of refrigeration, the inhibition would still be im- 
practicable with cooks. Keeping the ice box open for 
no apparent purpose is what differentiates cooks 
from most people. It is not that they cook worse, 
as you probably think. Before we seriously try to do 
anything about it, what is the present death rate, 
if any, from hot ice boxes? One sometimes doubts 
the real peril from all these quarters, considering how 
long people have lived.

Part of Supplies for Militia to Be — 
Bought in St. Louis and 
Part Elsewhere. 


Capt. A. E. Williams, in charge of the 
government supply depot at the old ar- 
senal, told a Post-Dispatch reporter to- 
day that during the mobilization period 
this depot would purchase $60,000 to $60.- 
000 worth of supplies every day. Some 
of these will be bought in St. Louls and 
some elsewhere. 

Capt. Williams estimated that if 100,000 
militiamen were sent to the border 
the purchases of army supplies from St. 
Louis firms would amount to $100,000 to 
$150,000 a month. Supplies, he said, often 
were bought elsewhere because St. Louis — 
manufacturers do not carry sufficiently 
large stocks of their products on hand to 


fill large army orders on short notice. — 


At present there are about $6,000,000 
worth of army supplies at the arsenal 
depot here. This does not include am- 
munition, as that is stored at the Rock 
Island arsenal. The supply here consists 
of uniforms, shirts, caps, underwear, 
shoes, cartridge belts and general equip- 
ment. 

In the last month’ St. Louls firms 
have been asked to bid exclusively on 
supplies valued at $175,000. In addition 
to this St. Louis manufacturers in com- 
petition with outside concerns have bid - 
on 290,000 pairs of army shoes. 

A requisition for 325,000 pounds of hard- 
tack has come from Fort Sam Houston. 
it will be made by two 8st. Louls 
bakeries and shipments will begin June 
, 
The government in the last week has 
purchased in St. Louis 18,000 linen hand- 
kerchiefs and 5000 bath towels. These are 
not included in the regular equipment, 
but will be sold to the troops at cost. 


East St. Louis Hersemen Expeet Bir 
Army Orders, me 

East St. Louis stockmen expect big 
orders for horses from the National 
Stockyards for the United States Army 
this week unless the Mexican situation 
undergoes an immediate change. A con- 
tract for 1000 horses which was held by ~ 
a Chicago firm was transferred to the 
Holland-Maxwell Commission Co. at the.
